He early entered with great ceimestness into the dubious and dangerous 
conflict. between England and America, and threw into the sesle of liberty 
his “life; his fortuna, and hig sacred honor." 

In 1775 he was a delegate from Martin to the Assembly of Freemen at 

- Hillsboro’, and was in the Siste Codgress in Halifax ia April, 1776, which 
placed the Stale in military arganization, end, in Nov., 1776, which formed 
our present State Constitution. 

In 1778 ho waa delegated to the Continental Congreas at Philadelphia, and 
served until 1781. 

He resided at 8 Pens in Martin County, near the Halifax line, where 
ha died, 26th Septembar, 1797. He was a maa of fine literary attainments, 
a devoted patriot, and uaeful citizen, | a RN 

He married Winnefred Blonni, of Chowan, by whom he had three sous, 
Joseph, John, and Thomas Blount, and one daughter, Elisabeth. Joseph 
and John died young without issue. Thomaa B. Hill left a large family of 
childrea and grandchildren, among whom is Whitmel B. Hill, Esq., of Halifax, 
Mrs, Spruill, and others. His daughter Elizabeth married John Anthony, 
of Philadelphia, from whom a large family has sprung.
